Section 91.034 (A) (1) of the City of Fort Wayne Code of

Ordinances is amended as follows:

fA) Ownership/possession prohibited. No person shall

Section 91.035 (B) of the City of Fort Wayne Code of 
Ordinances is amended as follows: 

(B) (1) During the quarantine period, the owner must 
provide a current rabies vaccination certificate for his or 
her cat or dog that is being quarantined. If proof of 
vaccination cannot be supplied, the animal will be vaccinated 
by a veterinarian at the owner's expense before release. 

(2) If the animal is quarantined at the shelter a 
microchip shall be implanted in it prior to its release from 
quarantine. The animal shall be registered for its life with 
the Department of Animal Control. The cost of the implant 
shall be at the owner's expense before release. 

(3) If the animal is quarantined in a place other 
than the shelter, as determined by the Department of Animal 
Control, a microchip shall be implanted in it within 30 days 
following the animal's release from quarantine.

(A) Any person owning, keeping, harboring or having

MICROCHIP IMPLANT 

(A) Application for registration or permits may be made 
at the Department of Animal Control or designated facility, or 
by mail, and shall include the name, address of applicant, 
type of permit applied for, number and description of 
animal(s), proof of rabies vaccination, information regarding 
sterilization and appropriate fee. 

(B) Registration and permits are to be issued for a term 
of one year, commencing with the date of issuance. Microchip 
implants may be registered for the life of the animal with the 
Department of Animal Control. 

(C) Upon issuance, the Department of Animal Control 
shall issue a registration or permit in written form which 
includes the number of the registration or permit, type of 
registration. In addition, the Department of Animal Control 
shall issue a durable tag stamped with the registration number 
and year of issuance for each pertinent registration.

(D) The Department of Animal Control shall maintain 
records of the identifying registration/permit number. 

(E) It shall be unlawful for any owner of any dog or cat 
to fail to provide any dog or cat over the age of six months 
with current pet registration as provided in this section. The 
owner of any dog or cat, which dog or cat is over the age of 
six months, must also have in his possession a current rabies 
vaccination tag showing that such animal has been vaccinated 
against rabies as otherwise provided in § 91.075. No permit 
shall be issued unless proof of vaccination against rabies is 
shown at the time of application for the permit. Any owner of 
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such animal who moves into the city for purposes of 
establishing a residence or residing or who becomes a resident 

as result of annexation shall have 30 days in which to obtain . 

the permit required by this chapter. 

§ 91.056 MINOR BREEDERS PERMIT. 

Section 91.056 (A) of the City of Fort Wayne Code of

Subject: Animal Microchipping in Fort Wayne 





Background 

Governmental and Private Enterprise shelters across the country have been enacting animal 
microchipping and scanning programs over the past several years. Although it is not new, we 
have waited before pursuing a program in Fort Wayne due to rapid technological advances and 
lack of compatibility and standardization in the business. 

An animal microchip is smaller than a grain of rice. It is injected, just like a vaccine, underneath 
the skin of an animal at the back of the neck. When the area is scanned with a reading device 
that uses a radio frequency emission to locate the transponder (microchip), the animal can be 
identified for immediate owner tracing. The microchip is guaranteed for the life of the animal. 

Registry is maintained locally and a national registration fee paid by a pet owner will maintain a 
lifetime registration in the United States for safe pet return from any scanning shelter in the 
country. 

The microchipping program is not designed to be regulatory and would not affect the pet permit 
program that carries a rabies vaccine requirement with it for public health and must be renewed 
annually. The microchip registration is a one time data entry, good for the life of the animal, and 
may be transferred. 

Objectives 

Voluntary microchipping performed through area veterinarians to create a base of "chipped" 
animals in Fort Wayne. Decrease in euthanasia rates. Increased rates of animals returned to 
owners with little or no sheltering time. A form of identification that cannot be lost, removed, or 
refuted. 

Financing 

All hardware (2 walk-by scanners and 8 hand-held scanners), software, support, and upgrades, 
will be placed with the department by the vendor at no charge. Individual implantation packages 
will cost the city $5.95@. The departmental implantation fee by ordinance would be $10.00 to 
cover staff time of the implantation. Final cost to the city=$0.00 Animals who have been 
microchipped will have an additional $10.00 fee at the time of adoption or return. 






Which Animals Would Be Microchipped 

Any animal picked up running at large and not wearing a current city tag will be microchipped 
upon return to owner. Animals involved in bite cases will be microchipped before release if 
quarantined at the shelter or may be microchipped by the owners veterinarian after release from a 
home quarantine. Animals which have been bred, and the owner chooses to keep the animal 
intact, will be microchipped. All adoption animals will be microchipped before placement. 

Program Support : Return to Owner in the Field. 

At the time of implementation of the microchipping program, all Animal Control Officers will 
carry hand-held readers in their vehicles. An animal picked up wearing a current city tag or 
identified with a microchip will be returned directly to the owners home and will not be 
transported to the shelter. Current redemption fees will apply. 

Community Effort/ Veterinary Support 

In order for this program to be effective in increasing returns, saving pets, and decreasing 
sheltering time, it will have to be a community effort embraced by both the city and private 
enterprise. The Fort Wayne Veterinarians have endorsed the program and the ordinance changes 
proposed. (See letter of support attached) 

Animal Control Commission 

The Animal Control Commission has reviewed the technology and the proposed ordinance 
changes and voted unanimously to support the program as advantageous to the city and it's 
citizens.

On Tuesday April 25th, the Fort Wayne Veterinary Medical Association held its monthly 
meeting here at St. Joe Center Veterinary Hospital. The topic was the implementation of animal 
microchipping in Fort Wayne. 

Belinda Lewis, the director of the Animal Control Shelter met with us regarding various 
approaches used in other communities and their relative successes. Our association sees many 
potential benefits for both pet owners and the city should this program be implemented. The 
increase in animals returned to owners with less or no required sheltering time, decreased pet 
euthanasia, and the safety factors regarding biting animals are all high points. Additionally, the 
city would recoup it's costs, ultimately allowing the financial burden from the city aspect to fall 
only on the expense generating pet owner rather than taxpayers in general. 

From a veterinarians aspect, we will have a product to offer our customers to ensure pet owner 
identification that cannot be removed or refuted. The national database tracing registry will 
allow our clients to be traced for pet return regardless of our office hours. The loss, theft, or 
removal of tags will become inconsequential for the microchipped pet. 


We have reviewed the proposed city ordinance changes to accommodate an active microchipping 
effort in our community. We support these ordinance changes in their entirety and urge you to 
move forward with this progressive endeavor toward responsible and safe pet ownership in Fort 
Wayne.

(B) (1) During the quarantine period, the owner 
must provide a current rabies vaccination certificate 
for his or her cat or dog that is being quarantined. If 
proof of vaccination cannot be supplied, the animal 
will be vaccinated by a veterinarian at the owner’s 
expense before release. 


(E) It shall be unlawful for any owner of any dog or 
cat to fail to provide any dog or cat over the age of 
six months with current pet registration as provided 
in this section. The owner of any dog or cat, which 
dog or cat is over the age of six months, must also 
have in his possession a current rabies vaccination 
tag showing that such animal has been vaccinated 
such animal who moves into the city for purposes of 
establishing a residence or residing or who becomes 
a resident as result of annexation shall have 30 days 
in which to obtain the permit required by this chap¬ 
ter. 

Sub Section 91.056 MINOR BREEDERS PERNIT. 

Section 91.056 (A) of the City of Fort Wayne Code 
of Ordinances is amended as follows: 

(A) A minor breeder’s permit shall be obtained by: 

(1) Any person who intentionally or accidentally 
causes the breeding of a cat or dog or makes a cat 
or dog available for breeding purposes; or 

(2) Any person who offers for sale, sells, trades, re¬ 
ceives otner compensation or gives away any litters 
of dogs excepting a litter of dogs or cats taken to the 
Department of Animal Control; 

(3) Any owner or person having custody of a dog or 
cat that has delivered a litter or caused the delivery 
of a litter, who chooses not to relinquish the animal 
to the Department of Animal Control and also 
chooses not to have the animal spayed or neutered 
shall cause the animal to be implanted with a micro¬ 
chip and to register this dog or cat within 30 days of 
having received notice to accomplish this procedure 
from tne Department of Animal Control. 

Sub Section 91.105 DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC SAFE¬ 
TY/ANIMAL CONTROL COMMISSION. 

Section 91.105 (H) (13) of the City of Fort Wayne 
Code of Ordinances be amended as follows: 

(H) M3) to provide that all dogs and/or cats re¬ 
leased for adoption shall be spayed or neutered, im¬ 
planted with an electronic microchip, and provisions 
made for a program to monitor said spay/neuter 
and microchip plan. 
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Sub Section 91.107 IMPOUNDMENT; REDEMPTION 

Section 91.107 (F) of the City of Fort Wayne Code 
of Ordinances is amended as follows: 

(F) A person may reclaim an animal in the custody 
of the Department of Animal Control upon providing 
the following:

The injection, by a licensed 
veterinarian, of a dog, cat or other animal with a ra¬ 
bies vaccine licensed by the U.S.D.A. and approved 
by the Indiana State Board of Animal Health. 

Any animal secured by a leash or lead, 
or under physical control of the animal’s owner or at¬ 
tending party, or within the real property limits of its 
owner.

RODEO. A performance featuring bronco riding, 
steer wrestling, calf roping, greased pig contest or 
bull riding. 

SHELTER MANAGER. The Shelter Manager for the 
Fort Wayne Department of Animal Control. 
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VETERINARY HOSPITAL. Any establishment main¬ 
tained and operated by a licensed veterinarian for 
the purpose of hospitalization of animals or the diag¬ 
nosis and treatment of diseases and injuries of ani¬ 
mals. 

WILD ANIMAL. Any living vertebrate animal normal- ■ 
ly found in the wild state. 

ZOOLOGICAL PARK. Any permanent facility or op¬ 
eration other than a pet shop, displaying or exhibit¬ 
ing one or more species of non-domestic animals, 
operated by a person, partnership, corporation or 
government agency.

(2) If the animal is quarantined at the shelter a mi¬ 
crochip shall be implanted in it prior to its release 
from quarantine. The animal shall be registered for 
its life with the Department of Animal Control. The 
cost of the implant shall be at the owner's expense 
before release. 

(3) If the animal is quarantined in a place other than 
the shelter, as determined by the Department of Ani¬ 
mal Control, a microchip shall be implanted in it with¬ 
in 30 days following the animal's release from quar¬ 
antine. The animal shall be registered for its life with 
the Department of Animal Control. The cost of the 
implant and registry shall be at the owner's expense. 

(4) The microchip used for these quarantine provi¬ 
sions shall be numbered, This number will provide 
entry into a data base that contains the animal’s bite 
history. The microchip shall be contained in a steril¬ 
ized implanting device and shall be individually pack¬ 
aged. 
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(5) The microchip and its corresponding registration 
history shall be considered prima-facie evidence for 
any future dangerous animal determination in ac¬ 
cordance with Section 91.034 Dangerous Animals, 
of this ordinance. 

Sub section 1.050 PET REGISTRATION REQUIRED; 
EXCEPTION; TAGS; MICROCHIP IMPLANT 

(A) Any person owning, keeping, harboring or hav¬ 
ing custody of any dog or cat over the age of six 

months must obtain a pet registration tor such ani¬ 
mal; provided, however, that no pet registration shall 
be required of any animal welfare organization, mu¬ 
nicipal animal control facility or governmental agen¬ 
cy, or guide dog. Animals belonging to those agen¬ 
cies or persons will be issued complimentary regis¬ 
tration tags. 

(B) A durable tag stamped with registration number 
and year of issuance will be provided to pet registra¬ 
tion holders for each registration granted. Dogs and 
cats must wear their tags at all times on their collars, 
except when involved in any organized show, obedi¬ 
ence demonstration, training situation or under the 
care of a licensed veterinarian. 

(C) Any person owning any dog or cat may, in addi¬ 
tion to the animal's registration, obtain a microchip 
implant for the dog or cat. In no case shall the micro¬ 
chip implant replace the requirement for the annual 
registration of a dog or cat with the Department of 
Animal Control 

(D) Any person owning any dog or cat which has 
been implanted with a microchip shall transfer the 
microchip registration with the Fort Wayne Depart¬ 
ment of Animal Control upon sale, trade, barter, gift 
or transfer of the animal. 

Sub Section 91.051 APPLICATION FOR REGIS¬ 
TRATION; OR PERMITS OR MICROCHIP INPLANT 

(A) Application for registration or permits may be 
made at the Department of Animal Control or desig¬ 
nated facility, or by mail, and shall include the rame, 
address of applicant, type of permit applied for, 
number and description of animal (s), proof of ra¬ 
bies vaccination, information regarding sterilization 
and appropriate fee. 

(B) Registration and permits are to be issued for a 
term of one year, commencing with the date of issu¬ 
ance. Microchip implants may be registered for the 
life of the animal with the Department of Animal Con¬ 
trol. 


(1) Proof of ownership, and 

(2) Payment of redemption fee and any other ser¬ 
vice/medical fees, as approved by the Director. 

(3) It shall be mandatory that any dog or cat not 
displaying a current City pet permit affixed to it's col¬ 
lar, after the effective date of this ordinance, upon its 
redemption by its owner, and prior to its release by 
the Department of Animal Control, be implanted with 
a microchip and registered for purposes of identifica¬ 
tion and recovery. The cost for this process shall be 
at the owner's expense before the animal's release. 

SECTION 2. The invalidity of any section, sentence, 
clause, paragraph, part or provision of this Ordi¬ 
nance shall not affect the validity of any other sec¬ 
tion, sentence, clause, paragraph, part or provision 
of this Ordinance which can be given meaning with¬ 
out such invalid part or parts. 

All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances and sections 
of the Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 3. That this Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage, and any and 
all necessary approval by the Mayor and due legal 
publication thereof.
